A study on air pollution and fatal 
lung disease published by a Univer- 
sity of Utah professor inaccurately 
presented information, said a BYU 
emeritus professor of chemical engi- 
neering. 

Dee H. Barker said the percent- 
ages of Geneva Steel’s contribution to 
the total air emissions in the county 
were presented incorrectly in the 
study by Victor E. Archer. 

The figures in Archer’s study led 
readers to believe Geneva was re- 
sponsible for the percentage of pollu- 
tion caused by all process industries 
in the county. 

“He’s taken the fraction of the in- 
dustrial pollution that belongs to 
Geneva and made it look like the 
plant’s total contribution for the 
county,” said Barker, who is also a 
member of the Utah Air Conserva- 
tion Committee. Archer agreed the 
data was presented incorrectly. “It 
was an omission on my part,” he said. 

According to the study and The 
Daily Universe article on Feb. 8, 
Geneva contributes 95 percent of the 
sulfur oxide, 98 percent of the nitro- 
gen oxide, 86 percent of the hydrocar- 
bon and 82 percent of the carbon 
monoxide emissions in the county.

Year-round school 
approved by board

Balloons and banners proclaiming 
“Just Say No Thank-you,” decorated 
Timpview High School Auditorium 
Tuesday. Nearly 300 people were 
there wearing red armbands to show 
their disapproval of a recent Provo 
School Board decision. 

But the protest was all in vain. 

The school board voted 4 to 1 to 
uphold its January decision to make 
Canyon Crest Elementary a year- 
round school. 

Mossi W. White, Provo School 
Board president, said, “It’s one of the 
hardest decisions that we have had to 
make.” He said the board made the 
decision to go year-round because of 
overcrowding at Canyon Crest. 

At the board meeting Tuesday, 
concerned parents were given the 
chance to express their views to the 
board about the decision to make 
Canyon Crest a year-round school. 

Before turning the time over to the 
parents to express their views, White 
said, “We want to make one thing 
very clear, there never was an inten- 
tion that the decision be turned over 
to the patrons for a vote. It’s our deci- 
sion to make.” 

Several of those in attendance ex- 
pressed dissenting opinions. 

Robin Feitz, a Provo resident liy- 
ing in the Canyon Crest school 
boundaries, said, “This decision took 
us totally by surprise. We were not 
aware that this issue had even come 


toa head. 


“There was no mention of this deci- 
sion discussed at PTA meetings or 
notes sent home with the children. 


The board did announce its monthly 
meeting in January, but they didn’t 
say they would be making this deci- 
sion then,” Feitz said. 

Jessica McGovern, PTA president- 
elect of Canyon Crest school, said she 
hoped the school board would listen to 
the patrons and “honestly reconsider 
the decision.” 

But after the meeting McGovern 
said, “We felt like what happened was 
not a sincere effort to listen to us. It 
was an effort to appease the people.” 

After the meeting, White said, 
“Yes, we do understand the feelings 
and we listened to them, but there 
weren't any facts presented that we 
hadn’t already discussed. We feel we 
made the decision that was ultimately 
the most beneficial to the Provo 
School District,” he said. 

Feitz said before the meeting on 
Tuesday, she contacted all of the 317 
families who live within the Canyon 
Crest school boundaries and gave 
them an opportunity to sign a petition 
against the decision of year-round 
school. 

“We received 220 signatures. This 
means 70 percent of the families are 
opposed to the year-round school,” 
Feitz said. 

Provo School District Superinten- 
dent Kay Larsen listed some pros and 
cons for year-round school. 

Some of the pros include that year- 
round school “allows us to house 25 
percent more students and reduce the 
stress on the total building, including 
computers, halls, restrooms and 
lunchrooms,” Larsen said. 

Cons listed by Larsen were that 
“parents have to adjust’ vacation 
schedules, and year-round school 
forces change from the existing tradi- 
tional routines.”

Gas fire ignites California drain system 


CARMICHAEL, Calif. — Gasoline from a wrecked tanker truck turned the 
storm drains of an affluent suburb into rivers of flame Wednesday, burning 
four homes, injuring three people and forcing the evacuation of 300 residents. 

An eyewitness said the driver of the truck was speeding about 3 a.m. and 
lost control on a sharp curve on a major artery through the Sacramento 
suburb, according to California Highway Patrol spokesman Bob Carlson. 

Fuel from the 8,400-gallon tanker poured into open ditches and from there 
into the storm, drain system’s underground pipes. Officials said they didn’t 
know what ignited the gasoline. 

“The creek béhind us caught fire, and we grabbed the kids and ran. Man- 
holes down the street were exploding and flying off. You could feel the rumble 
follow us up the:street. It was strange,” said resident Lisa Daum. 

* Flames roared back to the truck, which exploded in a fireball in front of 
firefighters, police and the driver, who had climbed out of the wreckage. 
Hundred-foot tall:ribbons of flame rose from the open ditches, igniting houses, 
fences and parked vehicles. 

Secondary explosions in the pipes created an underground inferno, blowing 
manhole covers off and spewing fire skyward for blocks around. 

Resident Jeff Smith said, “It looked like a war zone.” 


Sales down for second month in a row 


* WASHINGTON — Retail sales fell 0.9 percent in January after an even 
worse December performance, the government said Wednesday, in a report 
analysts took as an ominous sign the recession could be longer and deeper than 
expected. 

* The Commerce Department said retail sales totaled a seasonally adjusted 
$148.2 billion, down from $149.5 billion in December when sales dropped 1.5 
percent — even worse than the 0.4 percent first reported last month. It was 
the first back-to-back monthly decline in seven months. 

* At the Same time, January sales were down 1.4 percent from those of the 
same month of 1990, the first year-over-year decline in 29 1/2 years. 

Some economists had said the recession would be short and mild, lasting just 
two quarters, but many now are having misgivings. 

William K: MacReynolds, forecasting director for the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, said the economy was “tumbling faster as the year started than 
was realized at the time.” 


Kirk Douglas injured in helicopter crash 


SANTA PAULA, Calif. — Kirk Douglas and animated voices artist Noel 
Blanc were injured Wednesday when the helicopter they were in collided with 
a stunt plane, a publicist said. Two people aboard the plane were killed. 

The collision occurred at 3:28 p.m. about 40 feet off a runway at a small 
airport popular with celebrity aviation buffs, witnesses said. 

The identities of the dead were not immediately available. 

Douglas, 74, possibly broke some ribs and suffered a concussion and Blanc, 
52, who is the son of the late Mel Blanc, may have suffered broken ribs and a 
broken leg, said Rulon Barlow, president of Santa Paula Memorial Hospital, 
where they were taken with a third man in the helicopter, Michael Carra. 

Peggy Siegal, a publicist who works with Douglas’ son, actor Michael 
Douglas, said she learned of the crash from Peter DePalma, a longtime friend 
and co-worker of Michael Douglas. 

Douglas was listed in stable condition, suffering only cuts and bruises. Blane 
and Garra were listed in serious condition and Blanc was undergoing surgery, 
Barlow said.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Two key state witnesses said they 
feared reprisals and refused Wednesday to testify against Winnie Mandela, 
dealing-a severe blow to the prosecution’s case.

Moderate Unhealthful 
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Minefields great obstacle 
for allied ground forces

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — When 
allied soldiers jump off for the ground 
attack into Kuwait, one of the most 
daunting obstacles they are likely to 
face is the simple land mine — a psy- 
chological as well as physical weapon. 

Mines and obstacles have been part 
of the tactics of war for centuries and 
American officers here have little 
doubt that breaching Iraqi minefields 
will be a major task for ground forces 
attacking into Kuwait. 

“It’s pretty massive — mines, wire, 
trenches and now oil,” one American 
colonel said, referring to what the al- 
lies will face if they move across the 
Saudi-Kuwait border in an attempt to 
oust the Iraqis. 

Mines serve a number of purposes. 
First, they are used to deter, slow or 
divert an attacking force and disrupt 
a commander’s plans and timetable. 
Second, they can bring great psycho- 
logical stress on attacking troops. 

Mines are terrifying. Large ones 
cripple or destroy vehicles. Others 
blow off the feet and legs of infantry- 
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men. Some pop up out of the ground 
waist high and explode. Mines even 
can be filled with nerve agents or 
mustard gas. 

The explosives usually are used in 
conjunction with obstacles such as 
wire and ditches. 

Burning ditches, one of the ex- 
pected obstacles along the border, 
can be surmounted by bulldozing sand 
into them and covering the flames. 

U.S. military sources also point out 
that burning oil causes large amounts 
of smoke that not only obscures the 
view of the attacking force, but that of 
the defending army as well. 

The sources decline to go into any 
other detail concerning the breaching 
of Iraq’s burning ditches. 

Land mines can be set off by pres- 
sure on them, by the magnetic influ- 
ence of vehicles passing over them 
and by the vibration of vehicles. Anti- 
personnel mines can be set off by 
pressure or by trip wire. 

The science of breaching is practi- 
cally as old as that of laying mine- 
fields. Many of the techniques used 
today date from World War II.

Married students 
need BYU's help 


BYU married students trying to get an apartment at Wymont 
Terrace, BYU’s largest married-housing complex, face a problem — 
they will probably graduate before they see the top of the waiting list. 
That wait, right now, is almost two years. 

Finding adequate housing has been a problem for BYU’s married 
students for some time. There just isn’t much of it. Real estate 


developers and landlords would much rather get rent from four to six 


unmarried students than just

one couple. It’s an economic 
fact that means most apart- 
ments are built for unmarried 
renters, leaving many mar- 
ried students living in lower- 
quality apartments or moving 


far from campus. »: 


Between Wymount Terrace and Wyview trailer park, BYU helps 
ease the problem married students face. But as the problem grows 
faster than housing is found, the university-housing officials have 
realized that something needs to be done. Earlier this semester, BYU 
announced they would build more than 130 new units for married 


students. 


Although the announcement was a relief for married students, the 
Provo City Council took issue with it. The council decided to limit to 80 
the number of new family units it wanted BYU to build. BYU agreed 


to lower the number. 


Members of the Provo City Council — some of which have financial 
interest in Provo real estate, but deny any conflict of interest — argue 
that the new family units would take money away from Provo. They 
say Provo’s landlords would suffer, and the new units would cause 
problems with utility hookups, traffic and class sizes in Provo’s 
schools. Although these are serious concerns, they pale to the financial 
support — in jobs, taxes and purchases — that BYU brings to the city. 

With such weak reasons behind the city’s argument, we support 
members of the Student Advisory Council’s Housing Committee who 
are asking BYU students to band together to send a message to both 
Provo City and BY U’s administration. 

We hope that through student action BYU will be persuaded to 
build as many units it thinks is necessary to meet student needs. We 
also hope that officials of Provo, and Orem — where density zoning 
laws keep developers from building large apartment complexes for 
families, realize that if they are unable to provide adequate housing, 
BYU has the right and obligation to, regardless of the effects on the 


cities’ economies. 


We endorse the Housing Committee’s invitation to BY U students to 
become educated on the issue — and then attend Provo and Orem’s 
city council meetings Tuesday night (Feb. 19) at 7:00 and represent 
BYU students’ needs. Provo’s council meets at 351 W. Center St. in 
Provo; and Orem’s council meets at 56 No. State St., Orem.

BY USA should work 
with the administration to provide 
this needed service to students.

I wonder if 
these three would make the same claim about adul- 
tery, since we have prominent people like King

David and Alma’s son Corianton “supporting it” and 
others like Joseph and Christ “decrying it.” Or how 
about stealing: Would Williams claim that since 
Moses is against it but Nephi stole the plates after 
killing Laban, the scriptures aren’t clearly against 
theft any more than against killing? I hope not! 

It seems reasonable to expect the Lord to be as 
clear in the scriptures and through modern 
prophets about violence and war as about adultery 
and stealing — and I believe he is, if we will not 
simply “scripture bash” but seek guiding principles. 
Hugh Nibley, in the Ensign, July 1971, taught us 
how to work through the apparent contradictions in 
the scriptures about war: “The verses forbidding 
conflict are of a general universal nature, while 
those which countenance it all refer to exceptional 
cases” (p. 54). The general teachings forbidding 
conflict are absolutely clear and come from the 
highest source, Christ himself: Love your enemies 
and do only good to them so you can be perfect like 
God your Father (Matt. 5:43-5). Christ’s specific 
instruction to Mormons is “Be not afraid of your 
enemies . . . Renounce war and proclaim peace” 
(D&C 98:14, 16). 

In case there remained any doubt the First Presi- 
dency in Dee. 1981 declared: “To all who seek a 
resolution to. . . an international difficulty among 
nations, we commend the counsel of the Prince of 
Peace, ‘Love your enemies [etc.],’.” As President 
Kimball wrote in the June 1976 Ensign, “We forget 


that if we are righteous the Lord will either not 
suffer our enemies to come upon us . . . or he will 
fight our battles for us. . . . Our assignment is 
affirmative . . . to take the gospel to our enemies, 
that they might no longer be our enemies.” 

Any “exceptional case” that deviates from this 
clear direction from Christ and modern prophets 
can only be justified by a direct command from God 
like that to Nephi (and President Bush has not yet 
claimed revelation) or as,an example of a “just 
war.” The conditions for any such justifiable war 
have been clearly spelled out in the Book of Mor- 
mon and by modern prophets: It is to be engaged in 
only after every other option, including compro- 
mise, negotiation, turning the other cheek, has 
failed. It can only be in direct defense of one’s own 
families, liberties and religion (Alma 43). It must 
not be based on ultimatums, revenge or demands 
for unconditional surrender (Alma 44:1 and 52:34), 
and it must never be “to enforce a new order of 
government . . . however better the government” 
(President McKay, April Conference, 1942). 

The war in the gulf clearly violates Christ’s “gen- 
eral universal” prohibitions against ‘violence. I be- 
lieve it also fails to meet any of the criteria for an 
“exceptional case.” Hussein’s violence against 
Kuwait was absolutely wrong, but we have not 
even begun to exhaust the peaceful alternatives of 
sanctions and negotiations before embarking on’ a 
course that is greatly multiplying the violence in- 
stead of stopping it. On August 12 Hussein offered 
to negotiate a withdrawal from Kuwait, tied to 
consideration of his grievances against Kuwait 
(which are certainly as legitimate as the grievances 
we used to excuse our aggression against Grenada 
and Panama) and withdrawal of Syria and Israel 
from territory they have violently annexed. 

We have absolutely rejected his grievances and 
completely ignored his very proper reminder that 
we ignore or even support the “naked aggression” 
of others (like Israel against Lebanon) but will go to 
war over his. Instead of responding to his offer to 
negotiate, we have issued ultimatums and set a 
deadline, pointedly refusing to let him save face and 
offering only complete surrender or war — ignor- 
ing history’s evidence that such absolute non-nego-

The BYU Cougars look to continue 
their four-game winning streak and 
keep their hopes alive in the WAC 
race as they battle the New Mexico 
Lobos tonight in The Pit. 

The Lobos are 14-1 at home and 
have defeated the Cougars six out of 
the last seven games on their home 
floor. BYU beat UNM 72-65 in the 
Marriott Center on Jan. 12 behind 30 
points and 18 rebounds by Steve 
Schreiner.

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4 people die in plane crash

Four people died Wednesday when 
their. small plane crashed into the 
Great Salt Lake. 

Their single-engine Beechcraft hit 
the lake 37 miles northwest of Salt 
Lake City at 11:45 a.m. after the pilot 
reported ice forming on the wings, 
said Dave Duff, information specialist 
for the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion. 

The names of the four victims will 
not be released until relatives are no- 
tified, said Deputy Ken Adams, of the 
Box Elder County Sheriffs Office. 

The plane departed from Ogden at 
11:19 a.m. and was headed for Califor- 


nia via Reno, Nev. 

“The pilot ran into ice, tried to turn 
around, and didn’t make it,” said Lt. 
Leonard Wojcik, mission coordinator 
for the Utah Wing of the Civil Air 
Patrol. 

“He disappeared off radar.” 

After leaving Ogden, the plane was 
cleared to climb to 12,000 feet. 

The pilot reported: he was unable to 
maintain that altitude because of icing 
and was re-cleared to descend to 
9,000 feet, Duff said. 

Soon afterward, the pilot radioed 
again, reporting engine trouble and 
requesting permission to return to 
Ogden. 

Permission was granted, but air 
traffic control didn’t hear from him 


again, Duff said. 

A Civil Air Patrol plane spotted the 
bodies of the four passengers at about 
2p.m., said an unidentified source at 
Life Flight in Salt Lake City. 

“We didn’t find the wreckage,” 
Adams said. 

When ice forms on a plane, it typi- 
cally does so on the wings’ leading 
edges, disrupting air flow, Wojcik 


said. “It destroys lift, adds drag, and 


it’s heavy.” 

It is unknown how long the plane or 
its wreckage stayed above the surface 
of the water before submerging. 

“If a guy can ditch (a plane) right, 
he can walk right out on the wing,” 
Wojcik said. 

“They don’t sink instantly.”

Development near Zion 
opposed by coalition

WASHINGTON — Environmen- 
talists battling the planned construc- 
tion of a hotel and big-screen theater 
near the entrance to Zion National 
Park are urging the federal govern- 
ment to buy property earmarked for 
the development. 

But owners of the land say the pro- 
posed purchase price is too low, and 
they are no longer interested in sell- 
ing to the government. 

The coalition, representing 20 envi- 
ronmental groups, has asked Wash- 
ington to spend $964 million in Land 
and Water Conservation trust funds 
to buy key environmental and historic 
lands in 48 states — including the 12 
acres in sight of Zion’s Watchman 
Campground. 

The coalition states that the the- 
ater, 80-room hotel and 275-space 
parking lot proposed for the site 
would impair the scenic views of Zion 
now enjoyed by visitors. The coalition 
suggests the government buy the 12 
acres for $500,000. 

But co-owner Steve Heaton said 
that amount is half what he and four 
partners paid for it in 1984 — before 
they built a grocery store and two 
other buildings there. 

“It’s totally unrealistic,” Heaton 
said. “If they offered $500,000 an 
acre, then maybe we'd be interested.” 

Heaton confirmed that the partner- 
ship is negotiating a deal with World 
Odyssey Inc. of Los Altos, Calif. — 
whose production manager is Oscar- 
winning filmmaker and native Utahn 
Kieth Merrill — to construct the in- 
door giant-screen theater and hotel.
